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World Fantasy Awards 

Winners of the 1978 World Fantasy Awards were announced October 
15th at the Fourth World Fantasy Convention in Fort Worth, 

Texas. Best Novel this year was won by Fritz Leiber for OUR 
LADY OF DARKNESS published by Berkley/Putnam and originally 
serialized as THE PALE BROWN THING in F&SF. Best short fiction 
went to Ramsey Campbell for "The Chimney," from Stuart David 
Schiff 's WHISPERS anthology published by Doubledayi the award 
was accepted on Campbell's behalf by Dayld Drake . Best Collec¬ 
tion/Anthology was awarded to Hugh B. Caye for MURGUNSTRUMM AND 
OTHERS, published by Carcosa. 

Lee Brown Coye was selected Best Artist with Stuart Schiff ac¬ 
cepting the award on Coye's behalf. Special Award, Pro. was won 
by Everett F. Bleiler i Charles L. Grant accepted the award and 
read a brief letter of thanks from Bleiler. Special Award, Non- 
Pro. went to Robert Weinberg . Frank Belknap Long received the 
award for Life Achievement. 

In addition, convention chairmem Michael Templin presented a 
special award to Glenn Lord "for achievement over the past 20 
years." The special award, Templin noted, is authorized in the 
convention bylaws and this was the first time such an award was 
presented by a WFC chairman. The World Fantasy Awards, or 
"Howards," are busts of Howard Phillips Lovecraft designed by 
Gahan Wilson . The awards presentations were presided over by 
David Hartwell . 


Next year's World Fantasy Con will be held in Providence, R.I., 
where the first WFC was held in 1975. Co-Guests of Honor will 
be Stephen King and Frank Belknap Long . The Toastmaster will 
be Charles L. Grant .

Introduced at the World Fantasy Con, October 13th, were three new titles 
from Donald M. Grant. QUEEN OF THE BLACK COAST is the seventh in 
Grant's deluxe Conan series by Robert E. Howard . The 118-page volume 
contains the title story plus "The Vale of Lost Women." The illustrator 
for this edition (which otherwise matches the six previous volumes in 
the series) is Michael R. Hague t it features six full color plates, 
a full color double spread illustration and five b&w scenes. At left 
is a small reproduction of plate #5 which doesn't begin to provide an 
appreciation for the soft pastel coloring in the original. The text 
is printed on heavy 80# stock and the color plates on enamel. The 
print run for this edition has been reduced to 2,750 copies, priced at 

I15. 

BAZAAR OF THE BIZARRE by Fritz Leiber reprints three of Leiber's best 
Fafhrd & the Gray Mouser tales. In addition to the title novelette, 
it includes "The Cloud of Hate" and "Lean Times in Lankhmar," as well 
as a new introduction by Leiber. These particular stories were se¬ 
lected by Leiber as his personal favorites in the series. The volume 
features four full color plates, a color decoration and color dust jacket illustrations (see 
page 2) by Stephen Peregrine . The 128-page volume measures 9i" square and is bound in a 
heavy cloth. Included with the vook is a plate signed by author and artist. The edition is 
limited to 1,300 copies and is priced at $20. 

Alicia Austin's AGE OF DREAMS is a l44-page deluxe-bound art portfolio measuring Hi" wide 
by 9" in height. It includes 42 full color reproductions and more than 40 b&w line drawings. 
Reproduction throughout is flawless—including many very soft pastel colors that are very 
difficult to reproduce even with the highest quality offset printing. The color work is 
printed on enamel stock while the line drawings are reproduced on a light blue, heavy weight. 




























textured stock. The combination of paper 
stocks is very attractive and it's obvious 
that a lot of design work went into this 
volume. The binding is a heavy blue 
cloth and the book sports a full color 
dust jacket. Also included are an intro¬ 
duction by George Barr and an afterword 
by Alicia Austin. The edition is limited 
to 2,000 copies and priced at $25. Also 
available is a special 200-copy edition, 
signed and numbered by the artist and 
provided in a slipcase. This special 
edition also includes a larger size, 
signed, full color print of "A Rubiyat of 
Dreams" by Alicia Austin. The price is $40 (and copies were selling briskly at WFC). The 
three illustrations reproduced here are copyrighted by Donald M. Grant.

Another item introduced at the WFC was TOUCHSTONE, a tribute to Fritz Leiber and Rav Bradbury , 
edited by James Tucker and Erin McKee , and published by The Mysterious Stranger Press. The 
88- page, 5J" by 8^" volume is printed on heavy cream-colored paper with orange-red covers and 
endpapers and is perfect bound. It includes essays by Poul Anderson . William F. Nolan . Robert 
Bloch . Ronald Heezen . Marion Zimmer Bradley . Harry 0. Fischer . Fritz Leiber . Rav Ramsay and 
Harlan Ellison . Also included are two short stories, "The October Man" by James Tucker and 
"Two Sort-of-Adventures" by Ova Haunlet ( Richard Lupoff ), as well as poetry by Rav Bradbury 
and Carol Carr . The volume is illustrated by Erin McKee . TOUCHSTONE is limited to 977 
numbered copies and is priced at $5. The Mysterious Stranger Press, 88I 1st Ave., Salt 
Lake City, Utah 84103. 

Back in FN #3, I noted two volumes of artwork planned for publication by Christopher Zavisa 
at land of Enchantment. The first of those volumes, A LOOK BACK by Bemi Wrights on . is 
now scheduled for February publication. This deluxe 9" 4y 12" hardcover book will run 360 
pages and will include more than 300 illustrations by Wrightson, including 65 in full color 
and others in mono and duotone colors. Included will be a number of unpublished drawings 
and paintings and a lengthy narrative by Wrightson about his career. Harlan Ellison has 
written an introduction to the book and it will feature a full color wraparound dust jacket 
illustration. A Collectors Edition of the volume, limited to 250 copies, will include a 
special leatherette slipcase and a never-before-published, tipped-in, full color plate by 
Wrightson. Prices for the collectors and trade editions are as follows 1 $100 and $50,

H. P. LOVECRAFT; UNCOLLECTED 
PROSE AND POETRY, edited by S. T. Joshi and Marc Michaud , features some 26 poems in addition 
to some fiction and essays by Lovecraft that have not been included in previous Lovecraft 
collections. Also included are an introduction by Joshi, footnotes and commentary, and 
bibliographic information on the material collected. Price is $5.95 and the cover is repro¬ 
duced below, copyrighted by Necronomicon Press. ANNALS OF THE JINNS by Robert H. Barlow is 
a collection of all ten of his "Annals of the Jinns" stories originally published in THE 

FANTASY FAN. The booklet has an introduction by Kenneth 
W. Faig . is illustrated by Jason Eckhardt . and priced at 
$2.50. THE NOTES AND COMMONPLACE BOOK by H. P. Lovecraft 
is a facsimilie reprint of the booklet prepared by Love¬ 
craft shortly before his death; it basically concerns 
how to write weird fiction. Price is $2.95. Also dis¬ 
played is a second printing of Necronomicon's facsimilie 
reprint of Lovecraft 's A HISTORY OF THE NECRONOMICON, 
priced at $1.50. The catalog does not indicate if any 
of these have yet been published or when they will be 
available. The catalog itself, however, may be of inter¬ 
est to collectors; it features an index to all of the 
Lovecraft material published to date by Necronomicon and 
a brief biography of Robert E. Howard written by Love ¬ 
craft .

The bibliography is divided into two parts, books 
and stories, followed by supplemental listings of series and connected stories, pseudonyms, 
a chronological listing of Vance's works and television appearances. (Did you know that 
Vance wrote quite a few episodes of the old "Captain Video" series?) The "books" and 
"stories" contain complete bibliographic information about all English language publications 
of Vance's SF, fantasy and mystery fiction through early 1978, a total of some 155 title 
entries. Also included are approximately 100 cover reproductions to Vance books and maga¬ 
zines that featured his material. The 96-page, 6i" by 94’' volume has sewn signatures and 
is printed on acid-free 60# stock. The wraparound cover illustration on the softcover edi¬ 
tion is a montage of Vance book and magazine covers with an embossed red title. The 900-copy 
trade softcover edition is priced at $6.95.

The first three titles, all priced at 95p, are* M. R. James' translation 
of FAVOURITE TALES OF HANS ANDERSON, Andrew Lang’s TALES OF TROY AND GREECE and N. S. Gray’s 
GRIMBOLD’S OTHER WORLD. Tom Stacey Co., reprinters of many fantasy titles, are in liquidation. 

The A TIME OF GHOSTS cover shown on page 4 is Richard Kirk's second volume in his s&s series 
starring Raven, as noted a few issues back. Publisher is Corgi. THE DARK MAN cover from 
Panther is courtesy of Glenn Lord. Both covers are copyrighted by their respective publishers. 
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Work in Progress 

Mike Moorcock reports that Savoy Books in Great Britain is planning to publish a paperback 
edition of THE GOLDEN BARGE next year. This is the allegorical fantasy Moorcock wrote at 
age 18 that later led to his swords & sorcery writings; it has never been published. Savoy 
Books are slightly larger than normal size paperbacks. Last year, they published SOJAN, a 
collection of '50s heroic fantasy Moorcock wrote as a teenager and one of their more recent 
titles is THE SAVOY BOOK, an anthology of imaginative fiction and illustration. Other titles 
planned by Savoy, according to Moorcock, include Henry Treece 's Celtic tetralogy; THE GOLDEN 
STRANGERS, THE DARK ISLANDS, THE GREAT CAPTAINS and RED QUEEN, WHITE QUEEN; THE GLASS TEAT 
by Harlan Ellison ; PHOENIX WITHOUT ASHES by Edward Bryant and Harlan Ellison ; THE EYE OF 
THE LENS by Langdon Jones ; TIDES OF LUST by Samuel Delanv ; and an anthology of New Wave 
swords & sorcery. Moorcock will be writing introductions to the four Henry Treece titles. 

He also notes that Granada will be publishing a hardcover omnibus volume of the Runestaff 
series and that Charles Partington, publisher of NEW WORLDS, plans to bring out a book col¬ 
lecting the Jerry Cornelius strip that was serialized in 1970 in INTERNATIONAL TIMES. 

Stuart David Schiff's next book from Whispers Press (following the Leiber and Bloch volunies) 
will be THE SCALLION STONE, a collection of stories by Basil Canon Smith . It will have a 
preface by Russell Kirk and will be illustrated by Stephen Fabian ; price will probably be 
$10. WHISPERS #13 (the magazine, that is) will be a Fritz Leiber issue, sporting a color 
cover and ten interior illustrations originally planned for a SWORDS & DEVILTRY volume from 
Whispers Press; those plans were dropped when Gregg Press published it in hardcover. 

Les Daniels reports that critical reaction to his first novel, THE BLACK CASTLE, has been 
very good. This is a supernatural horror novel set in Spain in 1496 which Les summarizes 
as "vampires vs. the Spanish Inquisition." It is a gothic, but not the "woman running away 
from the old house" type being popularized in paperbacks these days. Scribners published it 
last Summer at $8,95 and Berkley will be publishing it in paperback next summer. Upcoming 
from Daniels is a sequel entitled THE SILVER SKULL, which takes place in Mexico in 1520. 
Scribners will publish it next spring and Berkley will eventiially paperback it. 

Frank Belknap Long sent in a brief postcard noting that Jove Books will be paperbacking THE 
EARLY LONG, published by Doubleday in hardcover in 1975. This is a collection of Long's 
T s+'^ries, mostly from the WEIRD TALES and UNKNOWN days, with introductions by the 
author telling how they were written. This was part of a series of "Early" collections that 
Doubleday has apparently abandoned...! wish they'd resume it. 

Dell Books has announced it will begin publishing a new line of fantasy books next October. 
F^itor of the series will be Jim Frenkel and a new logo is currently being designed. "We'll 
do sword & sorcery, Tolkienesque epic fantasy, modem fantasy and horror, mythic fantasies 
of many different traditions, light, humorous fantasy and other sorts of fantasy being 
written that will entertain readers," a press release notes. Planned are both new and re¬ 
printed titles. Currently on tap are; WALL OF SERPENTS by L. Sprague de Camp and Fletcher 
Pratt . THE DOOR INTO SHADOW by Diane Duane . ANOTHER FINE MYTH by Robert Asorin . THE ETERNAL 
CHAMPION by Michael Moorcock and TOO LONG A SACRIFICE by Mildred Downev Broxon . The series 
will run 12 to 15 titles per year. 

Yet a.iother new book line has been announced by Atheneum Publishers for introduction next 
spring. Argo Books, named after the Argonauts that sought the golden fleece, will special¬ 
ize in new and reprinted fantasy and science fiction titles. Initial releases under the 
rgo Books imprint will include Patricia McKillip 's third title (not announced yet) in her 
trilogy that began with THE RIDDLE MASTER OF HED and HEIR OF SEA AND FIRE; DRAGONDRUMS by 
Anne McCaffrey ; DARK WING by Katherine MacLean and Carl West ; THE WOLF BELL by Shirley 
Rousseau Murphy ; and THE SHINING POOL by Dale and Danny Carlson . 

Fantasy artist and writer George Proctor had his first novel published last month by Major 
Books, THE ESPER TRANSFER, Despite the swords on the cover, Proctor describes this as SF; 
"The basic plot deals with a far future star empire and its first meeting with an alien 
culture." He notes that he has recently written two new Nalcon and Hweir stories, following 
his first two in Andrew J. Offutt 's SWORDS AGAINST DARKNESS anthologies. "Dancer in the Egg" 
will appear in the second issue of Charles de Lint's DRAGONBANE and "The Gift of Life, The 
Debt of Death" is currently looking for a home. Another short story, "Love's Acolyte" will 
appear in Robert Fester's WEIRD ADVENTURES. Currently in the works is "The Night of the 
Piasa," a story co-authored with J. C. Green , which has been sold to C. L. Grant for THE 
BOOK OP HORROR, to be published by Playboy Press. George recently sold his second cover 
painting to HEAVY METAL (the first appeared on HM #8). 

As reported in the Fan Press section, Chet Clingan is leaving THE DIVERSIFIER. He reports 
that "I am now the U.S. representative for the Cosmos Literary Agency, Philip Harbottle, 
editor. Anyone who has what they feel is pro material they would like to try on the English 
and European market, I'd be glad to see it."

FAERIES, described and illustrated by Brian Froud and Alan Lee , edited 
and designed by David Larkin , and introduced by editorial director Betty 
Ballantine . was published in late October by Harry N. Abrams, Inc. This 
companion volume to their previous bestseller, GNOMES, is a luscious 200 
page study of the history of faerie, lovingly illustrated and designed. 

It contains hundreds of illustrations, most in full color and all render¬ 
ed in incredibly fine detail. The entire book is printed on a heavy non¬ 
gloss enamel and the printing quality is little short of astounding. I 
can't begin to sufficiently describe the beauty of this thing—spend a 
good solid ten minutes appreciating the volume at your local bookstore 
and I doubt that you'll be able to pass it up. The price until December 
31st is $14.95» after that, $17.50. The jacket illustration at right 
is copyrighted by Hg^rry N. Abrams, Inc. 

A September Del Rey Books release I neglected to cover earlier is THE 
FELLOWSHIP OF THE TALISMAN by Clifford D. Simak . This is a swords & sor¬ 
cery novel set in a 1970's England that never grew out of the Dark Ages. 
Duncan, of the nobie House of Standish, and a motley fellowship consist¬ 
ing of a banshee, a hermit, a ghost, a demon and assorted others, sets 
out on a quest to authenticate a manuscript believed to be the diary of 
Jesus. It sports a very nice Michael Whelan dust jacket illustration, 
reproduced at right and copyrighted by Del Rey Books. Price is $8.95. 

Doubleday has published three new fantasy and SF titles in recent weeks. 
For me, a long-awaited volume was DAI-SAN, the conclusion to Eric Van 
Lustbader 's Sunset Warrior trilogy. For those who have been reading the 
series, in this volume, Ronin becomes "the Sunset Warrior" and defeats 
the hellish, sorcerous invaders of his far-future Earth, led by the mys¬ 
terious Dolman and his four Makkon. For those who haven't started the 
series, I recommend it as what I like to term "literate" s&s—not the 
thud & blunder stuff. The first two volumes were THE SUNSET WARRIOR and 
SHALLOWS OF NIGHT. All three are Doubleday first editions; the first 
priced at $6.95 and the others at $7.95. The dust jacket illustration 
at right is copyrighted by Doubleday. 





WHEELS WITHIN WHEELS by F. Paul Wilson is the novelization of a shorter 
story that appeared in a 1971 ANALOG. This is Wilson's second novel of 
the LaNague Federation and is both an SF murder mystery and an interest¬ 
ing study in SF world building. The heroine is chief executive officer 
of Interstellar Business Advisors who, in the process of investigating 
her father's death, imcovers massive political and corporate corruption. 
Price is $7.95. Stephen King 's newest horror novel, THE STAND, is about 
a mysterious disease that sweeps the coiintry in 1980, killing nearly 
everyone and crumbling civilzation. The survivors divide into good and 
evil factions led, respectively, by an aged black woman and a mysterious 
dark man. The 840-page book is priced at $12.95 and will very likely 
reach the bestseller list. 

Scheduled for late November release from Doubleday is CAUTIONARY TALES, a 
collection of 12 stories plus a poem by Chelsea Quinn Yarbro . Included 
are two new stories, "Swan Song" and "Disturb Not My Slumbering Fair," 
along with an introduction by James Tiptree Jr. and comments on each story 
by the author. The remaining stories arei "Everything That Begins 
With an 'M'," "Frog Pond," "Un Bel Di," "Lammas Night," "Into My Own," 

"The Meaning of the Word," "The Generalissimo's Butterfly," "Allies," 

"Dead in Irons" and "The Fellini Beggar." Price is $7.95. 

Baronet's latest releases in its quality paperback line includes the 
first novel in a projected lO-volume series of Lord Tedric stories by 
Gordon Eklund . based upon the swashbuckling hero created by Edward E. 

Smith back in the *508. In LORD TEDRIC ($4.95 with a nice Gray Morrow 
cover), Tedric is sent to another planet to quell a revolt of mine 
workers and continues his fight against the evil wizard Sarpedion, 

Strictly a fun blending of swords & sorcery and space adventure. The 
cover at right is copyrighted by Baronet Publishing Co. MAXWELL'S 
DEMONS is a collection of 13 stories and 2 essays by Ben Bova . sport¬ 
ing a Ken Barr qover and priced at $5.95. This is a mixture of SF and 
fantasy, spiced with a dash of humor. Four of the stories appear to 
be new and a couple are from non-SF sources. THE BEST OF ANALOG is a 
thick anthology of 15 stories from the magazine, edited by Ben Bova . 

This is mostly SF, but includes some fantasy such as Vonda McIntyre 's 
"Of Mist, And Grass, And Sand." $5.95 with an Alex Schomburg cover.

Now they must seek out a new 
supply so they can continue the practice of magic—and the biggest supply in sight is the 
Moon. Highly recommended. The book sports a nice cover by Boris Valleio and is loaded to 
the gills with interior b&w line work by Esteban Maroto .
